FLOOD  CONTROL 

S.  1830.     Mr.  Thomas  (Oklahoma) 

To  create  a  Flo^d  Control  Ccmmission  composed  of  the  Secretaries 
of  Interior,  Agriculture,  ^ar,  Labor,  Attorney  General,  Chairmen 
of  Federal  Power  Commission,  Tennessee  Valley  Authority,  Fresident 
cf  ^lectric  Home  and  Farm  Authority,  for  the  purpose  of  conserving 
unappropriated  waters  in  the  United  States,  provide  for  navigabili 
of  Streams,  preventing  floods,  restoring  water  levels,  lessening 
soil  erosion,  aiding  in  forestation  of  cut-ever  uncultivable 
lands,  irrigating,  creating  opportunities  for  home  building  and 
industrial  development,  and  developing  electricity.     The  Commis- 
sion shall  appoint  an  experienced  engineer  as  director.  It 
shall  have  power  to  construct  and  operate  dams,  reservoirs, 
buildings,  power  plants,  and  lines.    After  making  surveys  or 
studying  existing  surveys  it  shall  prepare  plans  with  estimates 
for  such  projects  and  upon  approval  by,  the  President  of  the 
Commission  may  construct  such  projects.    The  Commission  is 
directed  to  cooperate  with  the  ^tates,  political  subdivisions, 
farmers,  farm  organizations,  and  oc ordinate  its  work  with  the 
work  of  similar  agencies.    An  appropriation  of  C 500, 000, 000 
annually  is  authorized.

To  create  a  Farmers  Home  Corporation  to  assist  in  J;he  establish- 
ment of  farms  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  ownership  of  farm 


homes  and  improving  the  situation  of  farm  tenants.     The  Corpora- 
tion may  acquire  property  and  equipment,  construct  necessary 
buildings,  make  loans,  sell  or  lease  property.     Only  natural 
persons  who  are  farmers  are  eligible  to  receive  benefit  under 
this  Act,  preference  to  be  given  to  married  applicants  with 
families,  farm  tenants,  laborers  or  sharecroppers.  County 
Committees  appointed  by  managers  of  the  Corporation  shall 
certify  applicants  f«r  benefits  under  the  Act.
